You know it, has been commonly 
ſuppoſed, that he compoſed this work 
as themes for the Duke of Burgundy 
and his brother, to whom he was pre- 
ceptor, as Boſſuet had drawn up his Uni- 
verſal Hiſtory for the uſe of the Dauphin:

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Nigh to this ſmall pillar 1 is the ſouth 

door, directly appetite to the north 
door; this ſouth door appears to have 
been the principal entry, as it is more 
decorated than the north daor. There 
is an arched -porch. without, before you 
of the arch, chere is a cherub with a 
ſeroll waved from hand to hand, and 
at the top of each priafter without, a 
Unle aſde from it, there is a pretty 
ſmall pillar in boſo:refievo. The door is 
arched both within and without, and in 
entering you go down two awe to the 
floor of the chapel. 
Above the door there is à little win- 
dow whoſe form is an equilateral ſpheri- 
al triangle, waved into different ſhapes 
within the perimeter, in which it varies 
from the ke window above the north 
Ar, and is adorned on the outſide and

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infide of its perimeter, with a different 
foliage from that of the little north win- 
dow. 2 1 65 

In the fifth and laſt window in the 
ſouth wall, there is in the ſouth-eaſt 
corner of it a man in armour on horſe- 
back, repreſenting, I ſuppoſe, St. 
George killing the Dragon; and in the 
ſouth-weſt corner of it a cherub with a 
ſcroll and a human figure. 

On the north fide of the arch, which 
joins the fifth and ſixth pillar, are the 
twelve Apoſtles, with the enſigns of the 
ſeveral kinds of death they ſuffered, and 
four other human figures with like em- 
blems. | 

Upon the capital of the ſixth arc 
ſome human figures. 

The capital of the ſeyenth pillar in 
the weſt wall is cut out into foliage ex· 
| ciemdly fine, and upon it there i is a man 

* ütting 
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fitting with à broad-ſword in his hand. 
The reaſon why the prince's pillar is call 
ed the apprentice's pillar, muſt be ex- 
plained: above this pillar is exhibited a 
young man's head, with a 'fcar above 
the right brow, repreſenting a wound 
by a ſtroke ; directly oppoſite to which, 
along the weſt wall, is the head of an 
old man, with a frowning countenance, 
faid to be the repreſentation of the maſ- 
ter maſon's head, who killed the appren- 
tice out of envy by a blow on the bead. 

In a line with the apprentice's head, i 
the head of a woman weeping, 1 
to be his mother mourning the fate of 
her ſon. Theſe figures are very ſtrong 
and expreffive ; and what illuſtrates the 
ſtory is a tradition that has prevailed in 
the family of Roſlin, from father to ſon, 
That *a model of this beautiful pillar 
haying been ſent from Rome, the maf- 
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each other, and à ſmall part of the 
north all is actually built. 
Between the north and middle door, 
* hig as their hyperthyrons, there is 
the figure of a man ſtanding, and tied to 
à rock by his middle and ancles, with 
his hands tied behind his back, and hav- 
ing a human figure at each foot, and 
holding the rope with which he is tied. 
Of this figure it is conjectured, that it 
can have no other meaning, than that of 
St. Michael upon a rock, which receives 
ſtrength from the confideration that the 
princely” founder of this chapel was 
honoured with being one of the Knights 
of the Corkls, after the order of France, 
which, among other emblems, has a me- 
dal hung upon the breaſt, repreſenting 
St. Michael upon a rock, whence they. 
ate called Knights of St. Michael. *. WII

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liam St. Clair, Prince of Orkney, Duke 
of Holdenburg, Earl of Caithneſs, &c. 
&c. &c. Baron of Roſlin, &c. &c. &c. 
the ' ſeventh of the name founded this 
moſt curious chapel, or college for a pro- 
voſt, fix prebendaries, and two finging 
boys, in 1446. That this noble defign 
might be executed according to taſte,

Her 
learned gueſts, often told her, that the 
powers of the mind might be over- 
ſtrained like thoſe of the body; and 
that it would perhaps be better ſhe were 
leſs anxious for my making ſuch a rapid 
progreſs. As however ſhe found my 
health did not ſuffer from the intenſe- 
neſs of my application, ſhe encouraged 
me to it; and I was ſo happy as to an- 
ſwer the expectations at that age ſhe 
had formed of me.

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thing eaſy, which we ought to be made 
acquainted with in our youth, by a pro- 
per application to ſuch things as are 
then ſuitable to our capacity, but have 
ſome analogy with what is to follow, 
that the habitude may grow up with us, 
and be gradually directed to more pro- 
per qbjects as we advance in life. She 
early inſpired me with an ardent. defire 
to cultivate right principles ; ; to form a 
juſt eſtimate of things; to clear my 
mind from vulgar prejudices ; to prove 
and vindicate what I could diſcern ex- 


cellent in the meaneft character, and to 


deteſt villainy in the grearet. In order 
to which, ſhe. recommended to my 
frequent and careful perufal Mr. 
Locke's admirable Eftay.on the Under- 
fexding, which ſhe ſaid would teach 
me a true uſe of books, and a right me- 
thod of managing my own thoughts. 

She 
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upon which we depend (ſaid ſhe) ought 
to be accompanied with a continual diſ- 
truſt of ourſelves, and a fear of offend- 
ing that Being who ſees all our actions. 
My memory was exerciſed by learn- 
ing ſelect pieces of poetry by heart; and 
the habit I was uſed to of giving an ac- 
count, of the books I read, ſerved to fix 
my attention to the chain of facts, or 
the diſpoſition of the argument. 

Such applications of the mind are of 
conſiderable advantage to it, and ſerve 
to occupy its leiſure with ſafety, where 
idleneſs and roving thoughts wan be 
dangerous, 

One day we were firing at dinner, 
when.the Count de Trone was announced

Count de Trone proved to be a beauti- 
ful young tady, who had taken refuge 
with my n in that diſguiſe," to avoid 
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ther, excluſive of their being very near 
relations. 

But I muſt return to Briflack, whom, 
J acquainted you, had been very com- 
municative concerning my affairs: the 
only circumſtance he had omitted men- 
toning was my father's name. Dupree, 
my maid, being tenderly attached to 
me, went to aſk him that queſtion, but 
was informed he was ſet out in one of my 
mother's carriages for the houſe of a 
Mr. le Tellier her uncle. This man 
would have been entitled to fucceed ny 
mother but for me.
